NON-SALARIED MEMBERS NO ADVICE FROM BERLIN 


Will Be Appointed By the 


Governor — Hamilton 
County Delegation In Mix 
Up and Members Accused 
of Taking Orders From 
"Boss"

Before President and Mat- 


ter Was Not Discussed at 
Cabinet Meeting Which 
Was Held Today —Ad- 
ministration Has No Fear 
That A m e r i c a n Ships 
Would Be Sunk.

Columbus, Feb. 19.—The war is 


now paved for "decentralization" of 
the state agricultural commission, as 
a result of the passage yesterday by 
the senate of the Mallow bill, placing 
agricultural affairs under control of 
a non-salaried board of nine mem- 
bers appointed 'by the governor. 


The bill is now on its way to the 


house, where it is expected to pass 
with but few possible changes. The 
measure provides for elimination of 
the present board of three members 
at |5,000 a year and substitutes the 
non-salaried board with a salaried 
secretary. 


Chief among the features of the 


new system, is 
that 
amendments 


were adopted which cut off 
from 


the agricultural board, 
control of 


the fish and game activities of the 
state. The agricultural experiment 
station, board of pharmacy, and far- 
mers institutes are also taken away 
from the board's control. 
-v As the bill .goes to the house, fish 
and game interests, not only are re- 
ttOVed from the agricultural board's 
control, But In addition it is provid- 
ed'that on the board of nine mem- 
bers, five shall be farmers and two 
of the other four mem'bers represen- 
tatives of fish and game interests. 


Another law made by the Cox ad- 


ministration felt the force of the Re- 
publican so-called "ripper" 
yester- 


day when the house repealed the in- 
determinate sentence Jaw. Repeal 
was secured upon a reconsideration, 
after the bill had been defeated last 
week. Taunted, it is said by Demo- 
crats, that the Republican majority 
feared to "rip'' the *Cox law, Repub- 
licans upon motion 
to 
reconsider 


quickly passed the repeal measure. 


Wjhile the senate was passing the 


agricultural bill, 
the house spent 


much of its time in heated 
debate 


over the Beaton bill which sought to 
remove control cf the state bureau of 
Vital statistics from the secretary of 
state and place the work m charge 
of the state board of 
health 
The 


measure was finally defeated after 
debate in which party lines were for- 
gotten. 


The bill, if passed, would 
have 


legislated out of office Dr. C. A. Hol- 
land, state registrar of vital statis- 
tics.

'essed to be satisfied that no Ameri- 
can ships would be destroyed by Ger- 
man war craft 


After the cabinet meeting, it was 


said, it was considered that the sit- 
uation was not at all threatening 
and that the administration had no 
'ear that any American ship would 
be sunk. 
The'suggestion of Germany in the 


Jatest note to the United States that 
means be found for identifying and 
safeguarding American ships ventur- 
ng into the war zone was under- 
stood to have been taken up. It was 
agreed, however, that the American 
government has no authority to or- 
der ships to adopt such measures as 
taken m Holland and the Scandi- 
navian countries, which include the 
painting of the nationality of the 
ship in large letters on each side. 


Although Germany's reply to the 


American warning against attack on 
its vessels in the new sea war zones 
gave great concern to administra- 
tion officials who feared for the safe- 
.y of American 
shipping, 
it 
was 


hoped that an understanding might 
yet be reached for the protection of 
neutrals. 
No news had come that 


the mine and submarine campaign 
actually was in effect. 


Germany's disclaimer of all 
re- 


sponsibility for what might happen 
to neutral ships venturing in 
the 


danger zones and its announced in- 
tention to lay mines in the British 
waters, served to add 
to 
official 


anxiety. 


The contemplated action of Ger- 


many continues to command atten- 
tion here and officials were look- 
ing forward with unabated interest 
to the receipt today of the official 
text of Germany's reply. 
They al- 


ready had unofficial information giv- 
ing an outline of ttae answer. Pend- 
ing the arrival of the official 
text, 


however, officiate declined to com- 
ment.

Boomer entered his plea following 


a conference of counsel for the state 
and defense 
Judge Ahern instruct- 


ed the jury, which was immediately 
impanelled, to recommend mercy, in 
returning their verdict. 


When the jury reported, 
Judge 


Ahern sentenced Boomer to a 
life 


term 
in 
the 
Ohio 
penitentiary. 


Boomer entered his plea at 10:10 a. 
m. 


Boomer murdered Vmme Becker, 


24, mission worker, Sept. 28, 1914, 
in her brother's tea store, in Bartgea 
street, near Main. Boomer entered 
the store with the purpose of roa- 
bery, Wliea detected by Miss Beck- 
er, he struck her with a wooden mal- 
let, which he had fashioned, 
and 


after knocking her down, 
hacked 


her "head with a hatchet. 
He left 


the hatchet in the top of her head 
and fled 


September 29, Boomer was arrest- 


ed and made a voluntary confession 
ot all the horrible details to the po- 
lice 
Later he made a similar confes- 


sion to the county authorities 
,. Boomer went on trial Dec. 16. Af- 
ter two days spent in obtaining a 
jury, the late Prosecutor 
Howerd 


Castle was suddenly stricken ill and 
on the afternoon of the 18th, the 
trial was indefinitely postponed.

Wilhelmshaven, 


where, it is said, they hope to give 
impetus to the machinery designed to 
clear the 
waters 
surrounding the 


United Kingdom of all merchant ship- 
ping 


The Zeppelin airships presumably 


are watching for food-laden craft mov- 
ing toward. England. The halting of 
the Dutch steamer Helena by a Zeppe- 
lin hovering over her mastheads, gives 
a new role to dirigible aircraft, which, 
so far during tbis war, have done little 
on land or sea to justify their main- 
tenance. 


All reports agree that the Austrians 


at last have flung the Russian entire- 
ly out of Bulvowina. The Russian* 
ciaim that they retired :n good order, 
but they do not seek to deny their re- j 
treat. Several weeks ago the occupa-) 
tion of Bukowina, by the Rusians and 
the presence of the Austrians near the 
Rumanian frontier 
-was hailed as a 


situation which should justify the en- 
try of Rumania into the war on th" 
side of the allies, but today with 
Bukowina once 
more in 
Austrian 


hands, the situation again grows in- 
teresting 
Newspaper correspondents 


have ceased predicting when Rumania 
vull take up arms, but sympathizers 
with the allies have no: given up tbs 


will 
expectation that she ultimately 
take this Step. 


The situation in the northern ex- 


tremity of the eastern battle line Ml 
not so clear as it was a few days ago. 
Territory on both sides of the East 
Prussian frontier has been devastate* 
and areas both in Russian and in East 
Prussia have been converted into a 
sort of present day Belgium. Petro- 
grad speaks of the flighjt of the RUB* 
bian population before the German 
advance, while

shal von Hindenburg,

sians.

Apparently no great battle has been 


fought since the Russians began theijr; 
retreat toward the 
river 
Niemen. 


Petrograd insists that engagements 
since have been outpost affairs, which), 
would seem to indicate that the Ger- 
mans have not advanced across- tha 
fifty-mite strip of territory lying be- 
tween the Niemen line and the East 
Prussian frontier. On. the other hand, 
the Germans claim and are celebrating\j^. 
a notable victory over the Btuuians in 
East Prussia, including the taking o£ 
no fewer than 64,000 prisoners. 


The German, note to the United 


States is still occupying the attention 
of British, Dutch 
and 
Sandinavian. 


newspapers while German newspapers 
continue to assert that in the face of 
starvation, Germany must'enforce her 
sea blockade regardless of the conse- 
quences. 


For several days past, the fighting 


in the western arena of the war would 
seem, judging from the reports reach- 
ing London, to have been in favor, of 
the allies. The Germans have been, 
counter attacking violently, but they 
appear to have had heavy losses. Tho

Meeting to Discuss The 
Passenger Rate Increase 


Was Very Welt Attended 


That the prosperity 
of 
Newark," 


' and the business world in 
general; 


hinged on the granting by the state 
legislature of tne one-nalt ceiit in-. 
crease in passenger rates asked' 1'or 
by the railroads, was the contention 
of W. H. Eisner,. Columbus, general, 
passenger agent of the Hocking Val- 
'ley Railway, in his talk, Thursday, 
evening, in the council chambers to 
the business men of Newark. ', 


• This meeting called by the' rail- 


roads was exceedingly well attended 
by representative business men> or 
the city. The council chamber was 
so crowded that a great 
many.. ot 


those present were forced to stand 
throughout the meeting. 


;- '-Upon motion of 
Harry P.. Scott, 


Carl Norpell was elected' chairman 
of the meeting and H. C. Cochran, 
secretary. 
In opening the meeting 


Mr. Norpell stated that it was his 
impression that the object of the rail- 
roads in calling together tie bus!- 
• ness men for an informal discussion 
of the increase in passenger 
rates 


was due to a campaign of education 


' to create or develop sentiment 1'avor- 
-1 ing the two and one-half 
cent in- 


•- crease. He said further, 
that 
the 


railroads claimed that the cost or 


.. operation had increased in a greater 
- proportion than had the 
earnings 


'..with the result that 
hundreds or 


- thousands of men had been thrown 
- out of employment. He declared that 
-in Ohio alone, 26,000 men were out 
of work because of this very fact. He 
called first upon Mr. Fisher of the 
Hocking Valley line. 


• In opening his talk, Mr. 
Fisher 


' said that this campaign of education 


had been inaugurated by the passec- 
' ger agents of the Ohio lines' and like 


every other undertaking of its kind 
needed some one to direct the worK. 
, He had been chosen, he thought, be- 
cause of the fact that he represented 
the smallest line in the state, whose 
' greatest share of work was the haul- 
ing of coal. 
"There is a growing sentiment In 


favor of the railroads," 
said 
Mr. 


- Fisher, "and other lines 
as 
well, 


such as insurance and other 'public 
service corporations. 
The railroads 
: have been pressed harder than any 


of the other lines, 'but the sentiment 
is changing. 
1 /'When the law was passed in 1906 


dreducing passenger rates 
from 
3 


cents to, 2 cents, no investigation was 
made aa to how the reduction would 
affect the railroads. 
That law was 


only, one of a score of others that 
pressed the railroads. 


"Newark is a railroad town. At 


least twenty-live per cent of this city 
is dependent upon the railroads foi> 
its,'living, therefore, the prosperity 
of the railroads is as 
much - your 


business as it is of the 
railroads 


themselves. 
The railroads are 
the 


first to feel any business depression, 
and they are also the first to feel the, 
optimistic trend toward 
a 
bettei- 


ment. 
You must not consider 
aji 


corporations or public service cor- 
porations bad. 


"The Interstate Commerce 
Com- 


missityi in investigating conditions 
prior" to granting the 5 per cent-in- 
crease in freight rates, demonstrated 
by actual figures that the passengei 
rates were not sufficiently high 
to 


cover the cost of operating the pas- 
senger department. The Commission 
went into all the ramifications of the 
railroad business and found that the 
leakage was in the passenger depart- 
ment, not in the freight department, 
and it declared that a passenger rate 
of two and one-half cents per mile 
was fair and reasonable." 


Quoting 
population per 
square 


mile, Mr. Fisher showed the average 
passenger rates of the various states 
and said that all the states east of 
Ohio had granted the increase. He 
declared 
that 
in 
Massachusetts, 


where the population 
per 
square 


mile was 418 persons, the passenger 
rates varied from two and one-half 
cents to five cents, and compared it 
with Ohio where the population ifc 
137 per square mile with a maximum 
of two cents per mile fare. 


This has resulted, according to Mr. 


Fisher, in the loss to the railroads 
of earnings amounting to 
between 


eighteen and twenty million dollars. 
He showed how 
the Norfolk 
afid 


Western, one of the best paying rail- 
roads in the United States spent 98 
cents of every dollar earned in car- 
rying passengers and that was with- 
out taking _into consideration 
the 


taxes it paid, operating under the 2- 
cent passenger rate law. 


Mr. Fisher closed his talk by say- 


ing that he wanted every one to un- 
derstand fully just what the 
rail- 


roads were after and he felt that

"We do not come,before you men, 


tonight, aa lobbyists or UB gum shoe 
artists," said B. N. Austin, Chicago, 
general 'imssenger agent of the B. & 
O., who wan the second speaker or 
the evening, "but as one 
business 


man to another. When we are pros- 
perous, you are prosperous. 


"The railway companies operating 


in the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nois and Michigan 'believe tiiat a fare 
of two cents per mile is not1 remun- 
erative, and this opinion in quite evi- 
dently concurred in by the Interstate 


ommerce commission. 
They have 


long been aivare that the net returns 
from passenger service are 
inade- 


quate. 


"A system of accounting whereby 


expenses arc- divided between the 
reight and passenger business has 
oeen In effect on the Pennsylvania 
ines 
for a long 
time. Using the 


Pennsylvania figures as a basis, that 
s, allowing 65 per cent of the earn- 
ngs to come from the ireight depart- 
ment, and 35 per cent from the pas- 
senger department. So far the only 
•oad that has reached that figure was 
lie Lake Shore, whose passenger earn- 
ags amounted to 28 per cent. The B. 
fc 0. passenger earnings have amount- 
ed to but IT per cent of the total 
larnings." 


In order to bring the matter closer 


aome, Mr. Austin presented the De- 
cember report of the passenger train 
earnings, showing that the trains'that 
carry business in and out of Newark, 
some of them, did not even pay the 


iges of the train crews. He showed 


how train No. 103- from Pittsburg to 
Cincinnati earned per passenger mile 
>1.49 in 1914 against ?1.66 in the same 
month of 19J3; 104 showed earnings 
for 1914, of $1.53-, against 
$1.77 for 


1813. He also showed that trains op- 
erating between Newark and Colum- 
DUS, a distance of 33 miles, earned 
his last year but 12 cents per passen- 
ger ,- mile which, he claimed, did -not 
even pay the wages of the train crew. 


In concluding nis remarks, he told 


^he following story to illustrate his 
>oint of how little the railroad act- 
ually got for passenger transporta- 
,ion. A man leaving the 
hotel 
in 


Newark fdr a town some seven, miles 
away, paid 15 cents fare on the rail- 
road. This same man, paid 25 cents 
drayage to have his trunk hauled to 
the depot. 
WT-pn the trunk was de- 


posited at the depot the railroad had 
:o assume all "the liability besides car- 
rying this 150-pounds baggage to its 
destination. When the man reached 
iis destination he paid another 25- 
cents to have the trunk Iiauled to the 
bptel, and then probably tipped 
the 


porter at the hotel 10-ceuts for taking 
care of it. A ninety-cent transaction, 
of which the railroad 
received 15- 


eents. 


"The railroads are hard up," said 


W. S- Richardson, general passenger 
agent of the Pennsylvania lines, in 
opening his talk. "Therefore they do 
not spend the money they should. The 
lack of new capital 
prevents 
tljeir 


making many needed 
improvements. 


Between this and reduced current, ex- 
penditures the effect 'permeates 
alf 


down the line from manufacturer to 
jobber, to retailer, and finally to the 
workingman. 


"The railroads have passed the mar- 


gin of safety between income and out- 
go. The number of employes is re- 
duced wherever possible. Buying of 
supplies is curtailed. The improve- 
ments are tabooed. Dividends are 
cut. Thousands of small investors 
suffer reduced incomes. Thirty rail- 
roads are now in receivers hands. 
Others are passing dividends 
while 


some pay dividends out of the surplus 
that should go for extensions." 


Mr. Richardson's talk was of a gen- 


eral nature and dealt with the condi- 
tions into which- the railroads have 
drifted while trying to operate under 
the 2-cent passenger rate, and showed 
to what extent this condition affected 
us rjght here in Newark. 


Following 
Mr. 
Richardson's re- 


marks, the men present were asked to 
express their sentiment in the ques- 
tion. Mr. Norpell opened the round 
table discussion by calling upon Mr. 
Kibler. 


"It is hardly appropriate for you to 


call on me/' said Mr. Kibler, "for I 
have been connected with the B. & O. 
legal department for the past thirty 
years, but 1 do know this "much, and 
that is, during that time I have seen 
an unexplainable flood of legislation 
that has dona much to cripple the rail- 
roads. I believe .that the sentiment 
against the railroads has overshot its 
mark and that we are feeling the re- 
sult of it right here in Newark. The 
B. & O. has loaned to its employes in 
this city more than $1,000.000 out of its 
loan association rund, to pay off debts 
that these same employes had con- 
tracted. Xow these men are so situ- 
ated that it is almost impossible for 
them to meet their expenses and they 
arc unable to pay their dues in the 
association. 


"The railroad is a public service cor- 


poration. If laws are legislated that 
affect its business and it sustains 
losses, it cannot quit business and go 
away as a merchant can. It is com- 
pelled to go ahead. There are thirty 
railroads in the bands of receivers 
now. What conditions wil! result if 
steps are not taken to relieve the sit- 
uation." 


"I firmly believe that the railroads 


are in need of assistance." said Rod- 
eric Jones. "I was thoroughly of the 
opinion that an increase In 
freight 


rates sJiouH be granted them. Inas- 
much as I hare not gone deeply into 
thp merits of the increase in passen- 
ger rates. I etn not prcjwred to m 
a statement. I believe, fcowever, that 
the railroads are entailed to the con- 
fidence of the people: that they arc 
entitled to charge swell rates a« to 
analke the roads reasonably remuner- 
ative and ti^t they 
should toe ac- 


corded the same justice we would ac- 
cord a merchant of our own city."

lighting plant, has not been wholly 
above board. I have followed Mr. 
Christian's statements 
very closely 


and accept them as being thoroughly 
honest and as complete as may be 
under the circumstances surround- 
ing the operation of the .plant. Mr. 
Christian says that the meter is not 
correct, and his reasons for -saying 
it is not correct I think should be 
convincing to any one who is really 
concerned .in finding .what .the actual 
facts are. Mr. Stasel has not shown 
that the meter is correct. Until that 
is shown any figures based on the 
record shown by the meter must be 
considered wasted effort. 


If the meter is wrong, then there 


is no meter at all and the discussion 
should proceed as though there nev- 
er was one. 


Then, eliminating the meter ques- 


tion the only way of arriving at the 
amount of current needed is by ap- 
proximation. 
This, to my mind at 


least, Mr. Christian has done very 
satisfactorily, and Mr. Stasel fails 
to show him in the wrong.v 


If we know approximately how 


much current is needed, it should 
be no difficult matter to get from re- 
liable, disinterested, electrical men, 
the cost tinder conditions similar to 
purs, of producing the current. The 
producing cost alone should be con- 
sidered. The Ohio Light & Power 
Co.,. offers ,us curr'en.t. at, l.lc, .per K. 
W. delivered at the switchboard. 
Then, of course, the basis • of com- 
parison will be what can the city 
produce it for at the switchboard as 
against what it can be purchased for 
at the same point. All expense be- 
yond the switchboard will have to be 
classed as distributing expense and 
does not enter into the discussion, as 
the city pays it whether they pro- 
duce the current or buy the current. 


The bringing into the- discussion 


.any matter foreign to the actual pro- 
duction tends only to confuse us. 


So far as I, individually, am con- 


cerned, the old plant need not be 
considered. I understand it has been 
in use for more than 20 years with- 
out any remodeling to speak 
of. 


Then, 
surely, its present perform- 


ance, even were the records so per- 
fect that we could be positive as to 
what that performance is, can not be 
used as a basis of showing what the 
city could produce the. current for 
under modern conditions.
